Hon. Ian Mackcnile, minltter of 
Veterans' Affairs, was a visitor on 
the McGill campus last IVIday, 
when he met the new executive of 
the McGÏll Student Veterans' So- 
ciety, and appeared before an open 
meeting of students, sponsored by 
the McGlll Liberal Club. At these 
meetings the Minister discussed 
matters of Interest to student vet- 
.erans, and to Canadians generally. 

The Student Veteran executive 
brought up the questions of pen- 
sioners who arc receiving lower 
educational grants than^ciotdlnary 
veterans, and commuiers who have 
to travel long distances to college 
every day without special, allow- 
ances. The minister assured the 
executive that action on the mattej 
would be taken in the very near 
future. 

During a general discussion on 
the position of veterans at univer- 
sity, Mr. Mackenzie made It clear 
that veterans In need of financial

TUc McGill Film Society will 
present Its first program of the 
current session at S p.m. this after- 
noon In Room 250 of the Biology 
Building. T\vo films have been 
selected for presentation and the 
complete showing will last about 
one hour. 

The first film, entitled, "The 
Shape Of Things To Come," tells 
a vivid and colourful story of the 
modern plasties Industry. It takes 
you behind the scenes and shows 
you how numerous everyday 
articles arc made from plastic 
molding powders. The movies in- 
cludes a (rip through the New Jer- 
sey plant of a plastics manufactur- 
ing company and shows a variety 
of molding operations and plastic 
materials. Because of the rapid 
growth of the plastics industry and 
their ever-increasing widespread 
use In every-day life, this film will 
be of general and timely interest.

Dr. Pope In his own life shows 
that for him this is a. living Jru 
A member of the Federal Council

of Churches, and secretary of the 
Industrial Division, Dr. Pope Is a 
firm believer in trade* unionism. 
When asked 'to ,what extent the 
American unions were Communist 
dominated, he replied* that - the 
A.F.L. was not. butvthat about 9 
or 10 of the 40 or so C.I.O. unions 
were. However, many of these were 
people who were sincerely anxious 
to further the aims of, the union, 
and not only those of the party. • 

Dr. Pope has an amazing grasp 
of world affairs. He stated that in 
his opinion the United Nations or- 
ganization was being used for the 
purpose of fighting out political 
Ideologies instead of for settling 
particular differences of opinion. 
This opinion was echoed by Prime 



Minister Attlee in his weekend 
speech. 

Asked about the defeat of the 
Democrats in the U.S. elections. 
Dr. Pope replied that the downfall 
of the party had been her Internal 
disorganization whereas the forces 
of reaction were strong. He feels 
that the Democratic party will be 
reborn in' some form which' will 
be similar to the C^C.F. in Canada, 
;(}As .well :as teaching at Yale, Dr. 
Pope has - also been associated with 
Union Theological Seminary. He is 
the author of Millhan\is and Preach- 
ers and of several other pamphlets 
and has writen articles for different 
publications. He is -also the editor 
of the Social., Action 'Magazine 
which he founded himself^ 

Born in North Carolina, Dr. Pope 
received his A.B. and B.D. degrees 
from Duke University and his Ph. 
D. from Yale University. In 1B35 
he was . ordained a Congregational 
clergyman In i035 qnd has held 
pastorates at Wesley Memorial 
Church, High Point, N.C., and 
Humphrey Street Congregational 
CJhurch. New Haven, Conn.

FREE ACCESS 

Most uniform of the many aspects of the question on the dif- 
ferent campi is the fact that, although the opportunity for the 
formation of political clubs is not always followed up, there Is no 
move to avert the feared stigma of "party pressure in student 
political activity" through the prohibition of the institution of si(ch 
clubs at the universities. ' 

MARlilAIE BLOOK-INTEBEST LÀCIUNO 

Absence of political clubs at .the Eastern universities or Acadia, 
Mount Allison, and St Francis Xavier Is 'explained as due to lack' 

of student interest In pollllcal affairs. 

St. F. X. states "with no interest shown and a small student 
body. It would be very hard to start political dubs, especially with 
so many other interests already in vogue". 

Stipulating that there was no actual ruling against political 
clubs; Mount Allison and Acadia also pointed to lack of student 
interest Said the former "the students apparently aren't interested". 
Here however, interest in international polities has fostered the 
formation of an International Relations Club for discussion purposes. 
Acadia voices the opinion that "political convictions among students 
here are not definite enough to merit the formation of political 
clubs. Forums are found more suitable, for it is felt that political 
clubs might detrimental, if student opinions were railroaded to 
some conviction which would not be formed without influence of 
such clubs", 1 ' ■ .

Varsity air power defeated the 
ground power of McGlll 17-S in a 
wide open game at Molson Stadium 
on Saturday afternoon. Playing on 
a soggy field that normally would 
hamper a passing attack, Mel Law- 
son ,W8S able to complete eight 
passes for a total of " 1S2 ' yards, 
which was the margin of super- 
iority over the Redmen, as the 
McGlll ground attack, led by Hayes, 
rolled up. a. total of 213 yards but 
\yerc only able to hit paydirt once 

McGill started the game with a 
burst of speed as they moved from 
their, own 32 to the mid field stripe 
before being forced to kick. After 
this advance the game settled down 
to an exchange of kicks until Wal- 
dron broke through and blocked à 
kick liy' Heron which was recover- 
ed by Gordie Lawson on the Mc- 
Gill 37. 

Here Mel Lawson took over and ' 
completed two passes to bring the 
ball to the McGill five where a 
Doty to Myers lateral took the ball 
over the line for the first' seore of .

Immediately after the kick-off, 
a kick by Porter on the third down 
was taken by Myers who lateraled 
out to Doty to bring the ball to 
centre field.

Tiic saying tliat nobody lilves a loser may be 
an exaggeration but it is fairly conunon knowl- 
edge that students and graduates alike were not 
overjoyed by the fifth consecutive defeat suffer- 
ed by the McGill football team Saturday after- 
noon. The blame has been laid to poor coaching, 
to an inferior team and to a shortsighted ath- 
Iclica policy on the part of the University. While 
tlierc may bo some trutli to tlie first two causes, 
there is a good deal more attached to the latter, 
as has been previously pointed out by an edit- 
orial from the sports staff of The Daily. The 
crux of the problem, then, lies in the organiza- 
tion of athletics on the campus and in whether 
or not wo intend to follow the lead set by our 
competitors and Icccp abreast of the limes. 

Last year, several interested students delved 
into the histoiy of McGill's athletics organiza- 
tion and studied the arrangement as it exists 
now. They discussed the matter with as many 
. other students as possible and finally drew iip 
a plan revising the present setup to some extent 
—most notably in regard to student participa- 
tion in deciding athletics policy. The plan is now 
before Senate but no reply has been forthcoming. 

In the main, the plan advocates a divorce of 
athletics from the Department of Physical Edu- 
cation, and a greater influence in matters of 
policy for the Students Athletics Council. The 
present union between the Department of Phy- 
sical Education, and. the. atltletics organization 
was instituted in 1940 Whcn'stiidents were more 
concerned with Hitler than with intercollegiate 
and intramural sports. At that time, little atten- 
tion was paid the rc-organization and no concer- 
ted atudent opinion was voiced. Now, however, 
student opinion is strongly against the present 
setup— a setup which sljows a serious discrep- 
ancy. Wc are geared for intramural competition 
and yet we attempt to compete in intercollegiate 
leagues. The Department of Physical Education 
has no more right to control athletics than any 
other department at McGill— unless we wish to 
eliminate present intercollegiate competition and 
plan solely for better physical development for 
students generally. 

However, it may be conceded that the latter 
plan IS not within the aims of students nor' of 
graduates. What is desired and what is being 
. sought is an athletics organization which will 
employ a full-time coach who will emphasize 
the major sports such as football, hockey and 
basketball. Wc must plan in such a way as to 
ensure a steady stream of trained reserves in 
those sports— by arranging proper coaching and 
management in the intramural' leagues. We aim, 
too, to have a revamping of the Students Ath- 
letics Coiincil, which at present is little morn 
than a discussion group featuring far beyond 
student interest in them, the smaller sports, 
Avhich must be a part of our athletics organiza- 
tion but which certainly .should not have an 
equal status with those sports whidi attract the 
largest numbers of participants and spectators, 
which instil a real spirit within the student 
body, and which also sen'c to provide most of 
^Uhe income in gate receipts.

Campus Politics Fronts 1940 

The 'Story Behind the C.S.A. 
Cartoon

L^st Monday's cartoon on the Daily's Iront page 
depicting two figures, C.S.A. and antl-CS.A. on the 
Union ballroom platform, awoke the memories of an 
event which proved the climax of a political and 
Ideological battle that had been waged more or less 
openly on Canadian university campi for ten years 
previous to the war. 

The cartoon first graced the Daily front page 
in February 1040 during a wildly healed campus con- 
troversy over the C.S.A. (Canadian Student Assem- 
bly) for that body had become a natlon-wldo object 
of discussion on and off every Canadian campus and 
in most Canadian newspapers. In 1940 I was one of 
the very few remaining people on the campus who 
had helped organize the C.S.A. at a national con- 
ference at Winnipeg, Christmas 1937, Wc had planned 
to provide a national student society representing the 
varioûa cultural and interest groups from the univer- 
sities to woric out common programs for the benefit 
of Canadian student life. 

Time elapsed and the control of the organization 
begans'to;^faU;~more,and more into the hands of a 
pressure group which executed the plans for a second 
national confcrcnco in December 1939 at MacDonald 
College, Stc. Anne's. The furror generated wiihln 
MacDonald halls that Christmas tide reverberated 
from Halifax to Vancouver. 

Large^epre; entêtions had come from every Cana* 
dian college, including the Yrench universities, and 
the deliberations began. Such harmless matters as 
government, acholarshlps, aims for education, etc., 
etc., went Into discussion groups and came out reso- 
lutions happily resolved. But all issues tied up with 
the war (still called a phony war in certain circles) 
blew the lid off. This well organized minority which 
included most of the national executive with tup- 
porters Irom every campus tried to put the confer- 
ence on record as being opposed to this so called 
"Imperialistic" war. Only by concerted persuasion 
was the overwhelming majority opinion accepted. 
The last evening session went until four in the morn- 
ing, but the Communists failed in their efforts to 
maice It appear as if all the students of Canada were 
opposed to the Canadian war effort. 

Prof. Krug of Mount Allison University left the 
conference enraged and the Canadian Press quoted 
him as saying that the heads of CS.A. were Com- 
munists and traitors. - Campus after campus held 
student meetings and many^.coUegea officially re- 
nounced any tie-up with the'cSA Here at McGIll 
the national executive Iccpl their headquarters. They 
held on until February reasonably peacefully, except 
for a couple of minor riots at their office, which 
drew headlines in the Montreal press. ' 

In February an overflowing student meeting in 
the Union Ballroom,' which was the occasion of the 
Daily cartoon, took the only legal action possible 
and refused the C.S.A. the right to use the name 
McGill in any official University sense. But the 
national executive carried on trying to keep alive 
in as many colleges as possible and did not collapse 
until 17 out of 21 official McGill delegates to the 
Christmas national conference publically resigned 
from the- body, along with the naUonal treasurer, 
Jenouncing the anti-war stand. That wrote finis. 

À year later Russia went to war and a year after 
the collapse of the C.S.A. its leaders were Joining 
the services or attempting to be leaders in campus 
war activities and were Just as volciferous in favour 
of the fighting as ihey had been opposed to it. 

There has been little let-up in the world-wide 
Ideological battle and the Canadian campus is no 
exception. It is a battle as fiercely waged and will 
be as decisive as any of the battles recently fought 
in the war of arms. For the winner of the war of 
ideas will capture the world'Just as surety as it he 
had used arms to do it. 

Our job is to see these battling Ideas for what 
they are and to know what is our Big Idea (as Peter 
Howard says in "Ideas Have Legs"). The misUke 
we too often made In the pre-war period was to 
oppose a particular Ideological group without having 
a better Idea ourselves. To fail to have an Idea which 
honestly seeks to answer the many serious prob- 
lems which a particular group like the Communist 
party claims it can solve, is to encourage many 
deeply concerned people to think that at least the 
Communists are doing something. And so they become 
fertile ground for the breeding of such conceptions 
alien to Democracy. 

What is our Idea? What is the Ideology of Demo- 
cracy? Bruce Hutchison gives it well in his editorial 
of August 24. in the Winnipeg Free Press: "The 
Idea on which the culture of the western world it 
built came out of Christianity. The central idea of 
the weslern^cuUuro was the theory that Individual 
men mattered '^above everything else, that It was 
wrong to mistreat him for any reason whatsoever. 
It was a religious idea, but all the practical day-to- 
day institutions of this culture were created to pro- 
tect it The western culture Is sick, because It has 
begun to neglect the sole thing on which it rests, 
ils religion and its ethic, without which it has na 
right to survive and no chancç to contend with its 
opposite (Communism which recognizes no moral 
concepts nor religions basis)." 

When wc begin to live the democratic Ideology 
we will have effectively answered the challenge of 
the materialistic "Isms".

POLITICAL COMMENT 



Wc wish to dispute the accuracy 
of .someioliiheiremarks , made by 
M^iîl^mirS?ttcle entitled 
"Political Comment", published In 
last Thursday's Daily. 

In it he wrote "this group (i.e. 
the "group" which voted last year's 
executive, Including Mr. Switzman, 
out of office) can- at any time or- 
ganize a bloc of voters to unthink- 
ingly support the machinations of 
a small minority whose only aim 
is to have control, without regard 
to issues or policy." 

It is difficult to refute such a 
sweeping generalization, however 
untrue It may be. One can only 
point to examples of individuals or 
groups who voted against Mr, 
Switzman and last year's cxecu-, 
tlvc on other grounds than those 
he mentioned. Wc think that we 
must be a part of that so-called 
"bloc of vclers who unthinkingly 
support the machinations of a 
small minority." In this connection 
wc can affirm that Ave attended the 
meeting of the Veterans' Society 
with one object only in view, 
namely, to vote the former mem- 
bers of the executive out of office. 
Our "group" was composed en- 
tirely of veterans from Beatty Hall, 
a University* residence. We are 
none of us, aa Mr. Switzman would 
have readers believe, ". . . the boys 
who live at the Frat houses on 
University or Pee Istreets or the 
swanky mansions of Westmount." 
In fact no one of us is either a 
member of a fraternity or a mem- 
ber of any political party and it is 
perhaps unnecessary tt^ add that 
we do not live in or own "swanky" 
houses. Our monthly allowances 
arc not "gravy" but "Spam"^ since 
we all have to work during the 
summer vacation in order to stay 
at McGill.

We all voted against the re*tlee< 
tlon of any member of laat year's 
executive because we considered 
that (he Veterans' Society was run 
by Communists. Our reasons for 
reaching this conclusion were: 

(1) As Mr. Switzman bat since 
confirmed in his article, we believ- 
ed that two members of the execu- 
tive were also admitted L.P.P. 
members and — we do not recog- 
nize any distinction wlutaoever, ex- 
cept In the label, between L.P.P. 
neraben and Couuannlsti. 

(2) Because of the action which 
the executive took in regard to 
General Kurt Meyer, without re- 
ference to the Society's members. 

(3) Because of the connection 
which the executive had apparently 
formed with the Illegal "squatters'" 
movement which has now been 
shown to be organized by the Com- 
munists. This connection was ex- 
emplified by the executive's Invi- 
tation to Mr. Hanratty, of the 
squatters* movement in 'Ottawa, to 
speak to the Society. 

Mr. Switzman may object to our 
conclusion that last year's Society 
was run by Communists — we think 
in fact that there were more than 
two UP.?, members on the execu- 
tive — but any political party which 
has a secret at well as an "open" 
membership, must expect this sort 
of accusation. (Mr. Gallacher, the 
British Communist M.P., recently 



Informed Prime Minister Attlee in 
the House of Commons 'that there 
was only one Communist Party 
member connected wi'th the recent 
espionage trials in Canada!) 

Even if only two members of the 
executive were L.P.P. members, wc 
nevertheless regarded that as detri- 
mental to the welfare of the Vet- 
erans' Society, because of the avow- 
ed policies of the Communist Patry 
In Canada. 

II seemed to us outrageous that 
In a veterans' society of S,S0O mem- 
bers, a handful of Indefatigable 
Communiais should obtain control 
and treat the society as a political 
foolbali; . ^ .\ V i '. 
> While hone' of us belong to any 
political party wc all dlilikc the 
Communists more than any other 
political parly. 

While wc were aware that a fra- 
ternity "bloc" waa present at the 
meeting we were glad they were 
there. The L.P.P. has the advan- 
tage of being a disciplined and or- 
ganized pollllcar party; it is a pity 
that people have to use their own 
methods to defeat them; but only 
the conduct of the L.P.P. could 
have . aroused veterans of our de- 
gree of political apathy to write an 
article like this— or to have attend- 
ed the meeting of the Veterans* So- 
ciety in the first. place. 

We would like to add that our 
"group" (of which we repeal, since 
Mr. Switeman makes so much of 
It, not one member belongs to a 
fraternity or a political party) in- 
cluded veterans from^aU the ser- 
vices, and that we have a vague 
idea in the back of our minds that 
wc are more representative of stu- 
dent veterans than Mr. Switzman 
and hit associates.

CAPACITY CROWD 

At McGill Edward Hugesscn and 
Isadorc Rosenfcld upheld the nega* 
live of the resolution: . "Resolved 
that labor should be given k direct 
share in the management of Indus* 
try" and defeated Harvard's Peter 
Klein and Luclan Parlota. 

Judges Chief Justice O. S. Tyn- 
dale, Frank Common, K.Ct. and T. 
Taggart Smyth unanimously decid- 
ed In McGiU's favor. Chief Justice 
Tyndalo congratulated the speak- 
ers on the high calibre of the de- 
bate and predicted a brilliant fu- 
ture for them in the realm of pub- 
lic speaking. Chairman for the de- 
bate which drew a capacity crowd 
to Moyse Hall was Dean Cyrus 
MacmiUan. 

BEST SPEAKER ' 

At Harvard James Hemens and 
Shcrwin Raymond of McGill de- 
feated a second Harvard team- 
Elton McNeil and James Todd. 
Arguing the affirmative side of the 
same resolution, the McGill team 
again received an unanimous deci- 
sion of the judges, with Sherwln 
Raymond voted the best speaker of 
the evening. 

Arguing for the negative in the 
Montreal debate Mr. Hugessen de- 
clared that the proposition In the 
resolution would lead in 'economic 
retrogression, in that it calls for 
amalgamation of the functions in 
economic industry." 

Mr. Rosenfeld declared that "No 
firm, or group of firms is today 
in a position to ignore the just de- 
mands of labor" because of union 
strikes. "Wc are not dealing with 
labor as the underdog today," he 
said. "We arc in the ag^ of Lewis, 
Curran and Mosher ... We are 
dealing with absolute monarchs in 
labor . . ." The entire economy of 
the United States was crippled by 
an edict issued from the May- 
flower Hotel by l.ewis, John L." 

Labor today without a direct 
share in management of industry 
could prevent owners from' enter- 
ing their own plants, he. argued, 
and'he submitted -that to Increase 
the power of labor would lead to 
'social chaos and economic confu- 
sion." 

The affirmative, as represented 
by Mr. Klein maintained that "We 
do not seek to Increase the power 
of Lewis, Petrillo, and others, be 

cause we don't care for their 
methods," but ho maintained that 
by "getting together" management 
and labor could prevent small irrl 
tations from becoming important 

issues. • . i 

The second Harvairid debater, Mr, 
Parlota declared that labor and 
management were today "dash 
in", and that the "missing link' 
needed was "a 'common meeting 
ground", such as coiHd be provided 
by Joint boards and committees.

c) That the above ruling (sect, b) 
does not apply to formal dances, 
student concerts and major under- 
graduate and athletic events whose 
approval prior to the two months 
period must be granted by the 
Students' Council. 

d) All applications for social 
functions, etc., which have been 
approved by the Dates Committee 
shall be filed with the secretary of 
the council. The approval of a date 
will be signified by a stamp of the 
Dates Committee, and the date of 
approval marlced thereon. 

e) All dates approved by the 
Dates Committee shall be publish- 
ed in the McGill Daily. 

f ) No social event run in conjunc- 
tion with, or following and athletic 
event shall be granted by the Dates 
Committee unless authorization is 
granted by the chairman of the 
Students' Athletic Council. 

g) All organizations whose appli- 
cation is not approved by the Dates 
Committee, will- be notified within 
eight days of their application. 

h) It is the responsibility of the 
organization sponsoring the event 
to make all their own arrangements 
for the use of the facilities desired, 
but that these arrangements can 
not be made until approval is ob 
talned from the Dates Committee. 

I) Any date or social event not 
covered by the above regulations 
must be considered by the Dates 
Committee In eon junction .with the 
Students', Council;^;;;,
